It had voted $6000 
to meet the cost of entertaining the 
national governors' conference in New 
Orleans; Huey used the money to buy 
a new car, for which (and other

9 Vesentatives voted impeachment, 


The Senate apparently stood ready 


to convict him. Just then, however, 
Maestri bobbed up with ?-10,000, which 
he gavo to Huey as a "defense fund." 
Huey used it where it would do thc 


^mosl good, and the impeachment move 


""collapsed. Huey had learned an im- 


portant lesson about the power of raw 
money in politics—and Maestri hud 
earned an important friend.

Long made Maestri slate conser- 


vation commissioner; in 133G, after 
Huey's death, the Long crowd jam- 
med Mae.slri down the throat of the 
New Orleans city machine and made 
him mayor. Maestri is .still mayor, and 
has Iwo years to servo, although no 
* one ever cast a vote for him for 


the job. That happened Ihis way. 


Long had beaten Ihe city machine 


to a standstill and had forced the 
resignation of the mayor, T. Seinmes 
Walmslcy. Maslri was picked to suc- 


(Vcecd him, and the city machine swung 


into line. Pressure was put on, and 
the candidates who had filed lo op- 
pose Maestri in the primary all with- 
drew; since he was unopposed, thc pri- 
mary was calh-tl off and the local 
Democratic committee simply certified 


"'him as thc nominee. 


The same thing happened in Ihe clec 


lion; somehow nobody run againsl 
him, the election was called off, and 
Maestri was "certified in" by the sec- 
retary of state. Meanwhile, thc legis- 


,^lalure passed a law extending thc 


mayor's term of 'office to six years. 


However, it was Maestri's brief but

LITLLE ROCK, Arkansas — An in- 


tensive drive is being conducted at 
this tome by the Arkansas Unemploy- 
ment Compensation Division to eli- 
minate all fraudulent practices by in- 
dividuals atlempling to draw unem- 
ployment benefit checks illegally, ac< 
cording to'information released Tues 
day by Elaine Ellington, Manager of 
the Hope office of the Arkansas State 
Employment Service, 
1 "Director Eli W. Collins is calling on 
all managers of employment offices 
all claims takers and all employers 
of labor to combine to stop this in- 
famous practice," said Mr. Ellington 
"The Arkansas Law provides punish- 
ment by fine or imprisonment or both 
fine and imprisonment for fraudul 
enlly oblaining unemployment bene 
fit checks, thus putting such action 
in the same crass as stealing or any 
similar despicable crime." 


"Information has recently develop 


cd," said Mr. Collins' leller, "lha 
fraud is being maliciously practiccc 
by certain individuals who knowing 
ly make false stalcmcnls lo oblaii 
unemploymenl benefit checks, and 
who deliberately falsify facts 'abou 
wages Ihey have earned. Intlrucl- 
ions have been issued to the Bene- 
fit Section and to the agency's Le- 
gal Cousel to prosecute vigorously each 
case of fraud that can be proven. 
You are hereby instructed to obtain 
and promptly submit to me personally 
all informalion that you can on any 
cases in Clark, Tiempstcad, Howard, 
Lafayclle and Nevada counties where 
such fraud is being or has been pract- 
iced. 


"I want to re-emphasize," continu- 


ed Mr. Collins' letter, "that we arc as 
anxious as ever that every unemploy- 
ed individual who is legitimately cn- 
lilled to unemployment benefits re- 
ceive those benefits as promptly as 
humanly possible, and as their right 
under the Law of Arkansas. But I 
am just as determined that unscrup- 
ulous swindlers be not allowed to 
abuse these fine, construclive social 
law as a vehicle for defrauding the 
public." 


Mr. Ellington added: "!(• will be 


the policy of thc Hope office resolute- 
ly to cairy out Director Collins 
instructions. We solicit the cooperat- 
ion of all employers and law abid- 
ing citfzens in Clark, Hempstead, Ho- 
ward, Lafayette and Nevada coun- 
ties. If any claimant has any doubt 
about the status of his claim or par- 
tial earnings, the Hope office will be 
most happy to advise him full, fair- 
ly and cooperatively the facts and 
the law in his particular case."

35 Are Dead 
in Hurricane 


Southeast Coast 
Is Recovering 
From Storm 


ATLANTA -(/P)- The death toll 


in Sunday's hurricane along the Geo- 
rgia and South Carolina coast rose 
to 35 Monday night as rescue crews 
moved further into the stricken areas. 
Property damage was in the mil- 
lions of dollars. 


The Red Cross in Washington said 


eight negroes perished on Ladies 
island off Beaufort, S. C. This was 
in addition lo 25 negroes previously 
reported lo have die dat nearby St. 
Helena island and two fatalities at 
Savannah, Ga. 


Beaufort county, which appeared to 


have been nearest the center of the 
tropical storm, was hardest hit. Com- 
munications to Beaufort had not been 
re-established lale 
Monday 
night. 


Washington Red Cross headquarters 
said 200 homes were destroyed in the 
county, seven others badly damaged 
and 1,000 slightly damaged. 


On Huntington island, near Charles- 


ton, one CCC boy was missing and 
96 others were removed to safety. 


Gov. 
Burnet R. Mayband of South 


Carolina, a native of Charleston, dir- 
ected the task of clearing away the 
debris in that city. Earlier in the 
day he made a trip to Beaufort and 
reported seven dead near there and 
drugs were needed in the Beafort 
area.

jects, provided they meet other eli- 
gibility requirements, according to an 
announcement Tuesday by Edwin C. 
Dean, district supervisor, NYA. 


In the past, regulations required 


that a youth be between the ages 
of 18 and 24, inclusive, to partici- 
pate in work at NYA out-of-school 
projects. 
' 


In addition to the change in age 


requirements' 
making 
17-year-old 


youths eligible, Mr. Dean announced 
that the need requirements for cer- 
tification for NYA work had been 
liberalized. As defined under the 1941 
Labor-Federal 
Security 
Appropriat- 


ion Act they read as follows: "A youth 
hall be eligible for certification if 
he is in need of employment, work 
experience, and training." 


To be assigned to work at a NYA 


project, youths must first be certified 
by local County Welfare office. It 
is not a requirement that the youth 
bo from a relief family. 


Of special interest to boys who 


arc desirous, of attending college and 
earning most of their expenses while 
there,' are the announced changes af- 
fecting the NYA Work Project at the 
A and M. College at Magnolia. At 
this project, youths will be permit- 
ted to work 80 hours per month in 
NYA shops at the college, for which 
they will receive $14.40 per month. 
This amount, in most cases, will be 
almost enough to cover expense of 
room and board. These youths will be 
allowed lo lake as many college hours 
for credil as the college officials will 
permit them. Certain of these youths, 
who desire to do so, may also be per- 
mitted.

mentioned project must first request 
a NYA certification at their home 
County Welfare Office. When Ihis is 
issued, Ihey should wrile lo Ihe Presi-

Party Book Is 
Hit by Hatch 


Democrat Charges 
Party Is 
Evading Law 


WASHINGTON-W-Senator Hatch: 


(Dem , N M), charged his own party 
Monday with evading the the polities' 
laws and demanded that it abandon 
its "convention books" carrying ad- 
vertising from corporations. 


He contended any purchase of the 


book would violate the Hacth act. He 
conceded the solicitation of advertis- 
ing before the Hatch law was tech- 
nically legal but held that it was 
"clearly an evasion if not a violation 
of the corrupt practices act" which: 
forbids corporations to make political 
contributions. 


"There is just one thing to do about 


this convention book," Hatch told the 
Senate. "Regardless of what the cost 
may be or what effect it may have 
it should be discontinued right now. 
As I said last week to the Republican 
National Committee, 'Obey the spirit 
as well as the lettei of the law', so I 
say this week lo the Democratic Na- 
tional Committee, 'Obey the spirit as 
well as the letter of the law'." 


Last Monday Hatch criticized an 


interpretation of the Hatch act's re- 
strictions on political contributions; 
and expenditures made by Henry P, 
Flelcjier, lawyer for the Republican 
National Committee, contending 
H 


was designed to circumvent the law, 


"The things that my own Nation-, 


al Commitlee is doing today or pro- 
posing to do with the publication and 
sale of the convention .book," Hatch 
declared, "amounts just as much o an 
evasion of the law, an evasion of the 
piinciple and purpose, as the plan 
that Mr. Fletcher conceived. 


"Under the act the sale of the book 


is not prohibited, but its purchase 
is a violation of the law. Whether 
the Democratic party, through its 
National Committee, state committees 
or local organizations, sells this book, 
it is encouraging violations of the law. 
I don't think my party's committee 
wants to encourage violations which 
can lead to penalties of ?5,000 finse." 


Edward J. Flynn, Democratic na- 


tional chairman-elect, said in New 
York that advertisements in the book 
were contracted for before the Hatch 
act's passage and no advertisements 
were being sold now. 


"There never was any intention of 


placing the book on sale," Flynn said. 
"It will go to 100,000 or more Demp^ 
cratic speakers and workers like any 
other campaign book."
